This is far more, say s Doctor Men ­ 
zel, than can be accou n ted for by an y 
bu rn in g process, by origin al heat of 
the su n , by meteors rain in g u pon it, 
or ev en by the disin tegration of ra­ 
diu m. 
On ly by su pposin g that matter it­ 
self in the stars is actu ally chan gin g 
to en ergy , accordin g to the theory of 
J. H. Jean s, a famou s En glish as­ 
tron omer, can all the heat that the 
su n an d stars hav e been giv in g off 
for ages past be accou n ted for, thin ks 
Doctor Men zel. 
This fits in with the 
modern ideas of the stru ctu re of the 
atoms ou t of which all matter is made. 
The atom is su pposed to be made u p 
of charges of n egativ e an d positiv e 
electricity , an d when on e of each 
comes together they an n ihilate each 
other an d giv e off a flash of en ergy . 
This wou ld he similar, In the len gth 
of the wav es, he thin ks, to the pen e­ 
tratin g ray s bombardin g the earth 
from space, which were ex hau stiv ely 
stu died recen tly by Dr. It. A. Mill!* 
kan of the Norman Bridge Laboratory 
of Phy sics in Pasaden a. 
This theory will ex plain all the 
kn own facts abou t the stars, believ es 
Doctor Men zel, an d will accou n t for 
their hav in g ex isted as lon g as 
10,000,* 
000.000,000 y ears. 
Howev er, he does 
n ot claim perfection for it.

J ulian, Neb.—African ants, billio ns 
o f them, are literally eating the in­ 
habitants o f this little to wn o ut o f 
their ho uses and wo rk sho ps. And In 
the meantime the peo ple are using 
cy anide fumes, o ne o f the mo st deadly 
gaseo us po iso ns kno wn to man, In 
their terrific battle with the insidio us 
fo e that is threatening to reduce the 
v illage to saw dust 
So far the 250 inhabitants o f the 
v illage hav e made little o r no head­ 
way in their battle. 
Against these 
250 inhabitants is an army o f ants 
numbering co untless millio ns. In fact 
the ants seem to thriv e o n the deadly 
fumes which are being used in the 
desperate attempt to eradicate them. 
The Inv aders are kno wn in Amer­ 
ica as the African ants. 
Howev er, 
they are different from the Insect 
u su ally known as ants. These mites 
are blind. 
The termites liv e on wood. They 
resemble ants in phy sical appearance, 
bu t they are white, of noctu rnal hab­ 
its and work only In the dark. When 
they are in the light for a short time 
they seem to wilt and die. 
Origin Unknown. 
Where these ants came from no one 
knows. They made their appearance 
two y ears ago. 
At first they were 
seen only in small nu mbers and cen­ 
tered their activ ities on the ou thou ses, 
especially the older ones. They were 
qu ite a cu riosity at first and nativ es 
of the v illage took keen interest In 
their workings. 
Howev er, before six months had 
passed they had increased in alarm­ 
ing proportions. It was then that peo­ 
ple here commenced pou ring kero­ 
sene and v ariou s sorts of “dips” on 
them—bu t they seemed to fatten on 
this kind of poison, which gav e them 
energy to work more activ ely and 
destru ctiv ely than ev er. 
No amou nt of research work has 
been able to shed any light as to how 
the insects first came to this territory . 
The attack of the termites first as­ 
su med seriou s proportions a y ear ago 
when they commenced to u ndermine 
the $20,000 brick school home bu ilt 
only ten y ears ago. Since then ants 
hav e increased to seemingly millions 
and 
millions. 
The 
Methodist 
and 
United Brethren chu rches and parson­ 
ages 
besides 
more 
than 
a 
dozen 
homes, sev eral stores and many ou ter 
bu ildings hav e been targets for their 
attack* 
Thou sands 
of 
dollars 
of 
woodwork hav e been totally destroy ed. 
Eat Through Woodwork. 
The termites eat their way throu gh 
the 
I niework 
of 
the 
stru ctu re, 
throu ;r 
the joists, sills, scantlings, 
rooms and floorings, leav ing only a 
hollow shell almost as thin as paper 
behind. 
Now 
the 
chu rches 
and 
schools 
hav e I 
closed and a cy anlding ex ­ 
pert is carry ing on a v igorou s warfare 
against the pests. 
In the meantime, 
school is being held in a priv ate home 
and chu rch serv ices hav e been post­ 
poned to once a month. And this is 
also held In a priv ate home. 
At present six homes are v acant, 
besides one store, two chu rches and 
the schoolhou se and a dozen sheds 
and barns. 
The qu een ant lay s six ty eggs a 
minu te, or 8 0,000 a day . A large por­ 
tion of the first brood is u ndernou r­ 
ished and nev er grows u p. The in­ 
sects of this brood are sex less. The 
workers feed the qu een, who in tu rn, 
feeds its millions of children from the 
contents of its own stomach. The sec­ 
ond brood constitu tes a well-nou rished 
grou p of soldiers. The third and best-

Repairmen Canno t Tell Ho w 
Much a J o b Is Go ing to 
Co st Owner. 


To hasten p rogress in the line of 
sp eeding u p rep air work—and thereby 
help rep ajrer and car owner alike—the 
time charges for rep air work to some 
of the more p op u lar makes of cars are 
being made p u blic. One of the au to­ 
mobile trade jou rnals recently p u b­ 
lished a schedu le of charges for ev ery 
job on a standard make of car. The 
list showed that many shop s had been 
charging too mu ch as a resu lt of in­ 
comp etent help and inadequ ate equ ip ­ 
ment. 
Becau se 
a 
nu mber 
of 
rep airers 
hav e facilities to do the v ariou s jobs 
according to schedu le other rep airers 
will natu rally aim to offer similar 
serv ice. This Immediately starts com­ 
p etition—which has alway s been an ad­ 
v antage to rep airer 
and 
cu stomer 
alike. The time is only a short way 
off when charges for rep air work on 
all makes of cars will be as mu ch of 
a certainty as the list p rices of p arts. 
Canno t Tell Repair Co st. 
Rep airmen hav e alway s argu ed that 
they cannot tell in adv ance how mu ch 
a job is going to cost, ev en if they 
hav e ju st comp leted one ju st like it 
on the same make and model of car; 
the reason being 
that they nev er can 
tell when they will ru n u p against a 
snag which will consu me a lot of ex tra 
time. 
This argu ment is floored when they 
are reminded that lack of equ ip ment 
Is the reason for their inability to han­ 
dle the u nu su al. Remov ing a fender 
on one car, for Instance, may be mere­ 
ly a matter of u nscrewing the bolts, 
while on another the nu ts hav e to be 
sheered off. The mechanic who stru g­ 
gles on the latter job With an ordinary 
wrench is hou nd to consu me n lot of 
j time. 
Where difficu lties are encou n­ 
tered becau se a car has been neglected 
the owner ou ght to be charged for 
su ch neglect In the form of new p arts 
rather than in labor try ing to sav e the 
old ones. 
From the owner’s stand­ 
p oint It means n sav ing of time; his 
car is tied u p for n shorter p eriod. 
He wou ld rather p ay for new p arts 
than for time. 
From the rep airer’s 
standp oint it means making smaller 
time charges 
on 
rep air bills 
and 
handling more work. 
Giv e Reaso n fo r Wo rk. 
Perhap s a more imp ortant featu re 
of serv ing car owners is to make su re 
that the cu stomer knows why certain 
work is necessary on the car. The 
modern shop cannot afford to hav e 
car owners imagine new p arts were 
Installed ju st for the fu n of it. Bu t 
u nder the p resent order of things this 
Is ju st what many a car owner thinks 
when he collap ses u p on looking at his 
rep air bill. This has alway s been one 
ot the most u nsatisfactory featu res of 
car u p keep ; and becau se of it the 
serv ice station of a New York au to­ 
mobile agency has hit u p on the p lan 
of p lacing a chassis In fhe office. The 
manager of the serv ice station 
ex ­ 
p lains the situ ation to the cu stomer 
and shows him ex actly what’s wrong 
with his car and what has to be done 
to remedy i t 


Mo st Impo rtant Brakes 
Be Tested Frequently 
There is p robably nothing abou t a 
modern car that shou ld be giv en more 
attention than the brakes. 
Ev ery driv er shou ld alway s know 
the distance necessary to bring his 
car to a stop . 
Unless he does he is 
bou nd to meet with a seriou s acci­ 
dent some day du e to failu re to esti­ 
mate the distance correctly . He mu st 
also be aware of the fact that differ­ 
ent distances are requ ired u nder dif­ 
ferent conditions of the p av ement. 
Testing the brakes Is a simp le mat­ 
ter. 
As a giv en sp ot is reached ap p ly 
the brakes and then measu re the dis­ 
tance it requ ires to stop the car. 
Try this at different sp eeds at which 
the car is driv en. 
If this is done after 
the brakes are p u t into flrst-class con­ 
dition, and frequ ently afterward, it 
will be fou nd that after the brake 
bands hav e become worn the car does 
not stop so qu ickly . 
As the distance requ ired to stop the 
car increases the danger of driv ing it 
increases, and the brakes shou ld be 
giv en the attention they need to bring 
the car to a stop within the distance 
marked off when the brakes were in 
p erfect condition.

Changes in Matter Cause En- 
ergy, Scientist Says. 


Mother Chooses Job 
So Children May Play 
South Hadley, Mass.—Although the 
playgrounds of most children are de­ 
termined by the residence and occu­ 
pations of their parents, Mrs. Sydney 
Grtenbie, author of travel books and 
assistant 
professor 
of 
English 
at 
Mount Holyoke college, confesses that 
the reverse is true for her and that 
she chose her job because her children 
liked to play on the campus. 
“When a woman follows a literary 
career alone, she Is free to drift about 
this world unconcernedly,” says Mrs. 
Greenbie, who as Marjorie Latta Bar­ 
stow traveled extensively, and subse­ 
quently wrote “In the Eyes of the 
East.” 
But as the mother of a family her 
children must be considered before 
her books. “My work gives me freedom 
to be with my youngsters, and they 
have virtually become the college mas­ 
cots.”

ML Hamilton, Calif.—Matter in the 
sun and stars Is constantly being de­ 
stroyed and turned into tile light and 
heat and other forms of energy which 
these bodies send to us. 
This is the 
conclusion of Dr. Donald H. Menzel of 
the Lick observatory here in a paper 
on “The Source of Solar Energy,” 
which has Just been awarded tile 
x \ . 
Cressy Morrison prize of the New 
York Academy of Sciences. 
The earth is about one billion years 
old, he assumes, and so the sun has 
sent out In this period for each ounce 
of its material enough heat to raise 
750 tons of water from the tempera­ 
ture of melting ice to that of boiling 
water. 
This is far more, says Doctor Men­ 
zel, than can he accounted for by any 
burning process, by original heat of 
the sun, by meteors raining upon it, 
or even by the disintegration of ra­ 
dium. 
Only by supposing that matter it­ 
self in the stars is actually changing 
to energy, according to the theory of 
J. H. Jeans, a famous English as­ 
tronomer, can all the heat that the 
sun and stars have been giving off 
for ages past be accounted for, thinks 
Doctor Menzel. This fits In with the 
modern ideas of the structure of the 
atoms out of which all matter Is made. 
The atom is supposed to be made up 
of charges of negative and positive 
electricity, and when one of each 
comes together they annihilate each 
other and give off a flash of energy. 
This would he similar, in the length 
of the waves, he thinks, to the pene­ 
trating rays bombarding the earth 
from space, which were exhaustively 
studied recently by Dr. R. A, Milli­ 
ken of the Norman Bridge Laboratory 
of Physics in Pasadena. 
This theory will explain all the 
known facts about the stars, believes 
Doctor Menzel, and will account for 
their having existed as long as 10,000,- 
000.000,000 years. 
However, he does 
not claim perfection for it.

MAKE QUICK AND 
CHEAP REPAIRS 


Repairmen Cannot Tell Ho w 
Much a Job Is Going to 
Cost Owner. 


To hasten progress in the line of 
speeding up repair work—and thereby 
help repajrer and car owner alike—the 
time charges for repair work to some 
of the more popular makes of cars are 
being made public. One of the auto­ 
mobile trade journals recently pub­ 
lished a schedule of charges for every 
Job on a standard make of car. The 
list showed that many shops had been 
charging too much as a result of in­ 
competent help and inadequate equip­ 
ment 
Because a 
number of 
repairers 
have facilities to do the various jobs 
according to schedule other repairers 
will naturally aim to offer similar 
service. This Immediately starts com­ 
petition—which has always been an ad­ 
vantage to repairer and customer 
alike. The time is only a short way 
off when charges for repair work on 
all makes of cars will be as much of 
a certainty as the list prices of parts. 
Cannot Tell 
Repair Cost. 
Repairmen have always argued that 
they cannot tell in advance how much 
a job is going to cost, even if they 
have just completed one just like it 
on the same make and model of car; 
the reason being that they never can 
tell when they will run up against a 
snag w hich will consume a lot of extra 
time. 
This argument is floored when they 
are ^minded that lock of equipment 
Is the reason for their inability to han­ 
dle the unusual. Removing a fender 
on one car, for Instance, may be mere­ 
ly a matter of unscrewing the bolts, 
while on another the nuts have to he 
sheered off. The mechanic who strug­ 
gles on the latter job With an ordinary 
wrench Is bound to consume a lot of 
I time. 
Where difficulties are encoun­ 
tered because a car has been neglected 
the owmer ought to be charged for 
such neglect In the form of new parts 
rather than in labor trying to save the 
old ones. 
From tile owner’s stand­ 
point It means a saving of time; his 
car Is tied up for a shorter period. 
Fie would rather pay for new parts 
than for time. From the repairer’s 
standpoint It means making smaller 
time charges on repair bills and 
handling more work. 
Give Reason for W ork. 
Perhaps a more Important feature 
of serving car owners is to make sure 
that the customer knows wily certain 
work is necessary on the car. The 
modern shop cannot afford to have 
car owners Imagine new parts were 
Installed just for the fun of it. But 
under the present order of things this 
is just what many a car owner thinks 
when he collapses upon looking at his 
repair bill. This has always been one 
ot the most unsatisfactory features of 
car upkeep; and because of It the 
service station of a New York auto­ 
mobile agency has hit upon the plan 
t of placing a chassis In the office. The 
i manager of the service station ex- 
! plains the situation to the customer 
and shows him exactly what’s wrong 
with his car and what has to be done 
i to remedy It 


Most Important Brakes 
Be Tested Frequently 
There Is probably nothing about a 
modern car that should be given more 
attention than the brakes. 
Every diker should always know 
the distance necessary to bring his 
car to a stop. Unless he does he is 
bound to meet with a serious acci­ 
dent some day due to failure to esti­ 
mate the distance correctly. He must 
also be aware of the fact that differ­ 
ent distances are required under dif­ 
ferent conditions of the pavement. 
Testing the brakes is a simple mat­ 
ter. As a given spot is reached apply 
the brakes and then measure the dis­ 
tance it requires to stop the car. 
Try this at different speeds at which 
the car Is driven. If this is done after 
the brakes are put into first-class con­ 
dition, and frequently afterward, It 
will be found that after the brake 
bands have become worn the car does 
not stop so quickly. 
As the distance required to stop the 
car Increases the danger of driving It 
increases, and the brakes should be 
given the attention they need to bring 
the car to a stop within the distance 
marked off when the brakes were in 
perfect condition.
